At a “hot and heavy” meet¬ 
ing of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Thursday, Councilman 
Herman Barter assured mem¬ 
bers and guests that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre would have enough water 
to “safely annex 204 acres of 
the Upper Hastings Ranch.” 

Councilman Barter said that 
Sierra Madre now has at its 
disposal 3200 acre-feet of wa¬ 
ter, including 1500 acre-feet 
from the recently diverted Big 
Santa Anita. 

According to the Councilman, 
the proposed Upper Hastings 
annexation would require an 
annual use of 326 acre-feet of 
city water. Quoting from the 
Harold Conklin Report figures, 
Barter said the city can be ex¬ 
pected to require, when com¬ 
pletely built up, a maximum of 
2650 acre-feet of water. This 
figure, he said, includes 150 
acre-feet of normal anticipated 
loss of efficiency. 

“Adding the 326 acre-feet 
necessary to sustain the 200 


some acres of the proposed an¬ 
nexation to 2650, the total wa¬ 
ter needs of Sierra Madre 
would’then be 2976 acre-feet— 
well below the minimum 
amount to which the city 
would have a right,” Barter 
said. 

“Or, using the Conklin Re¬ 
port figures, which I think are 
a little high, 400 acre-feet 
would be necessary for the 
Hastings Ranch acreage. This 
would bring the total water 
needs of Sierra Madre up to 
3050—still 150 acre-feet less 
than our minimum water 
rights.” 

During the lightning-fast 
question and answer period fol¬ 
lowing Barter’s talk, Attorney 
Noren Eaton asked: 

“Would it not be good busi¬ 
ness to correct the 1946 as¬ 
sumptions made in the Conklin 
Report to the present time and 
make it air-tight?” 

Barter: “Perhaps.” 

Eaton: “Isn’t it essential to

over and beyond what we get.” 

Barter continued, stating that 
the Flood Control and County 
have set aside $91,000 for 
this project, “and they certain¬ 
ly would not spend that kind 
of money unless they were 
sure.” 

Eaton: “I feel that I can 
speak for the consensus. If the 
Hastings annexation will bene¬ 
fit Sierra Madre, we are for it; 
if it would not benefit Sierra 
Madre, we don’t want it. 

“Several people in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre are not satisfied that you 
have the complete information. 
They want the up-to-date an¬ 
swers printed. We are satisfied 
Conklin’s Report is all right, 
but it should be revised, 
brought up to date.” 

Barter: “When I went to Wa¬ 
ter Master Gleason, who is with 
the State Water Resources 
Board, he said he was in no 
position to state anything defi¬ 
nitely, but he feels certain the 
deal is all right.” 

Eaton: “If a reputable engi¬ 
neer is not willing to put his 
opinion in writing, then he is 
not at the top of his profes¬ 
sion.” 

At this point, Engineer John 
Conzelman, who apparently 
was getting tired of the “cross- 
examination,” said: 

"As an engineer in business, 

I find nothing wrong with Com¬ 
mander Barter’s analysis.” 

But Eaton persisted, asking: 
"How much actual, obtainable 
water is there in the Big Santa 
Anita?” 

Barter: “The Conklin Report 
has those figures. A table in 
the report says that the runoff 
from the Big Santa Anita, be¬ 
ginning in 1917, and over a 22 
year average, is 4710 acre-feet.” 

Eaton: “Considering a 5% to 
9 million dollar deal, why is 
there so much hesitancy to 
spend $500 to get the facts in 
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writing and bring the reports 
up to date?” 

Barter: “We are undertaking 
to get signed papers that peo¬ 
ple can read and use as a basis 
for their own decisions.” 

Chamber of Commerce Presi¬ 
dent A1 Morgan answered the 
next question for Councilman 
Barter. A1 Weatherby asked 
about the possible sizes of 
houses on the tract. 

“The Junior Realty Com¬ 
pany,” Morgan said, “said they 
would not state any minimum 
or maximum house size. They 
will not limit themselves to 
any specific size. They will 
build the houses that sell the 
best.” 

Attorney Eaton, still “cross- 
examining,” asked: “Will the 
City Council have information 
on all these questions before 
acting?” 

Barter assured Eaton that 
“the Council certainly will.” 

Both Councilman Barter and 
Morgan denounced statements 
made by several townspeople 
as being based on rumors. They 
had been asked if the entire 
tract would be inhabited by 
G.I.’s and their families. 

“Mr. W. W. Gildersleeve, an 
F.H.A. appraiser, estimated that 
only 50 per cent of the homes 
would be occupied by G.I.’s. 

Following the question and 
answer period, Harry Eder 
moved that the Chamber ap¬ 
point a committee to clarify 
some of the points raised in 
the meeting and have them 
presented to the public before 
the City Council holds its pub¬ 
lic hearing Oct. 11. 

Seconded by Postmaster Ed¬ 
die Robertson, the motion pass¬ 
ed with a weak vote. Approxi¬ 
mately 75 per cent of the 
Chambermen abstained from 
voting. 

A1 Morgan appointed Robert¬ 
son, Eder and Dr. Daniel D’ 
Arcy to the committee. 


Planners Set 
Hearing For 
Canyon Road 

A public hearing on a pro¬ 
posed road to the east in the 
Canyon from Sturtevant drive 
to Santa Anita avenue (Double 
drive) will be held by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission at its next 
meeting, Oct. 27. 

Mrs. Joe Nash said that the 
eastward opening of the Can¬ 
yon via a "lower road” could 
be paid by an assessment dis¬ 
trict of residents of the tract 
involved. 

She pointed out that it was 
not she who fought a road pro¬ 
posal nearly 20 years ago but 
the County Regional Planning 
Commission which considered 
the cost too high. 

A letter from Mrs. Edith 
Vane discussed the possibility 
of opening the north end of the 
Canyon through development 
of Sumac trail to the Terrace 
but Commission Chairman Bay¬ 
ard Bigelow said that the cost 
would be prohibitive and that 
it “may not be practical.” 

City officials and many resi¬ 
dents of the Canyon for years 
have sought an additional out¬ 
let from the Canyon area, prin¬ 
cipally as a fire safety meas¬ 
ure.

a survey last January, it was 
determined that the average 
construction cost per class room 
was $12,000. This figure has 
decreased, however, since 
then.” 

The school board revealed 
that it had plans for spending 
$45,000 for two acres of land 
near the present school, or 
$22,500 an acre, but that ten 
acres of land in the Upper Has¬ 
tings would cost $28,000, or 
$2800 an acre. 

The school board failed to 
point out that the Upper Has¬ 
tings Ranch already is a part 
of the Sierra Madre School 
district and that if the develop¬ 
ment remains as county terri¬ 
tory, the problem of providing 
classrooms for children of the 
area still rests with the board. 

Because the school district 
encompasses more than the city 
itself, the district’s assessed 
valuation of approximately $7,- 
800,000is nearly $1,500,000 more 
than that of the city itself.
